Jem. Ele cannot hupe for 
United Nations support for 
any such action, yet for the 
enterprise to fail (which is 
almost certain) would open 
the way for the overrunning 
of South Korea by the Reds 
unless the United Nations 
were prepared once again 
tu Intervene to save the 
country. Mr Rhee seems to 
sense the danger of — his 
ambitious plan, and signl- 
fleantly he is now appeal- 
Ing to the free countries of 
Asia to join him and South 
Korea in an anti-Communist 
bloc. The reaction is likely 
to be disappointing for him.

EACH SIDE BLAMES THE 
OTHER FOR FAILURE 


Geneva, June 15. 

The 19-nation Korean conference collapsed tonight with 
both the United Nations and the Communist side pinning the 
blame squarely on each other. ; 

The Communists declared they wanted the seven-week- 


old talks 


on Korean unity 
But the 16 United Nations Allies declared 


to go on. 


in a joint 


statement that this would serve “no useful purpose’’ so long 
as the Communists rejected the two fundamental principles of 
United Nations authority and free all Korean elections under 
United Nations supervision. 

They said they would now report back to the United Nations on the 
61-day Geneva conference debate. y 

East and West admitted their failure on how to unite the war- 
ravaged peninsula after 51 days of wrangling in 15 plenary sessions of 
the full 19 nations and one secret meeting of the “inner seven”—Britain, 
the United States, France, Russia, Communist China and North and South 


Korea. 


Throughout the negotlations 
the Commursty maltntained 
their refusal to consider any 
form of United Nations super~ 
vision of clectlon because they 
sald the United Nations was t 
belligerent and “aggressor” and 
therefore “disqualified.” They 
proposed that clections or- 
gamised by the Korean  them- 
selves could be supervised by a 
Rroup of non-Communist and 
Communlst states who had no 
part in the Korean war. 

Today's five-an3ta-half-hour 
session—the longest of the 
Aslatle conference—began with 
Russia, China and North Korea 
urging the delegates to ‘“con- 
solldate peace” in Korea pending 
o (inal setUement of the problem. 

General Nam Il, the North 
Korean Foreign Minister, pre- 
semed a six-pulnt plan, includ- 
Ing mensures for the withdrawal 
of all foreign droops, the re- 
duction of the forces of both 
Korean sides to 100,000 men 
och and the “rapprochement” of 


‘the two Koreas through an all- 


Korean committee. 

Mr Vyacheslav Molotov, 
Soviet Foreign Minister, and Mr 
Chou En-lai, Chinese Prime 
Minister and Forcign Minister, 
backed the North Korean pian. 

Mr Molotov asked the confer~ 
ence to declaie that pending a 
final sottlement ‘‘no action shall 
be taken which might constitute 
a threat to the maintenance of 
peace in Korea.” 

CHOU'S PROPOSAL 

For China Mr Chou sald that 
“though under the present 
situation of this conference we 
are unable to reach agreement 
now on the peaceful unification 
of Korea, we should still strive 
to reach agreement on con- 


solidating peace in Korea.” 

He called for a secret meet- 
ing of the “inner seven” to con- 
sider the North Korean pro- 
posals. No action was taken on 
this. 

During the half-hour refresh- 
ment, break which followed the 
Communist opening speeches, 
delegates of the 16 United Na- 
tionk Allies thrashed out the 
terms of their historic joint 
siatement.

Thailand Foreign Minister. 
Prince Wan shared the chair- 
manship with Mr Molotov and 
Mr Anthony Eden, British For- 
eign Secretary, who presided at 
the closing meeting today. 

The declaration said the 16 
nations had “earnestly and 
patiently scarched for a basis of 
agreement but the Communists 
had rejected “our every. fort.” 

Were the 16 nations to accept 
the Communist repudiation of 
the United Nations, the declara- 
tion said, it would mean “the 
death of the principle of col- 
lective security and of the 
United Nations itself." 

Before Prince Wam read the 
declaration Mr Walter Bedell 
Smith, Chief United States deie 
xute, described the Soviet peace 
proposal us consisting of ‘empty 
phrases." He sald Mr Molotov 
“must have forgotten the terms 
of the Korean armistice." 

Dr Carlos P. Garcia, Philip- 
pines Foreign Minister, declared: 
“We sincerely want unity of 
Korea but never at the price of 
a broken, discredited and dis- 
honoured United Nations.” 


MOLOTOV’S ACCUSATION 

Mr Molotov, speaking for tha 
second time, said the outhors of 
the 16-natlon declaration would 
have to answer to world opinion 
and their consciences. 

He said the initiative for 
closing the Korean discussion 
“comes from those powers 
which Ied the three-year war 
in Korea.” 

Mr Chou said he could not 
agree with the 16-nation de- 
claration because the Geneva 
conference had nothing to do 
with the United Nations.

MPs Pass 
“So Sorry” 
Resolution 


Tokyo, June 15. 

Members of the Lower 
House of the Japanese Diet 
at a special conference to- 
night, passed a “So Sorry” 
resolution, designed to quiet 
public indignation, sparked 
by the Diet riot of June 3. 

The resolution followed a day 
of political backing and filling 
by flve major political parities 
in on-attempt to find a face- 
saving compromise, agrecable to 
tho main combathnts of the 
“Battlo of the Benches,” 
Liberals and Socilallsts, 

The special conference was 
held after the extended 19th 
session of the Diet had been 
declared closed. 

The resolution expressed re- 
gret of the members for un- 
seemly behaviour and pledged 
“pelf-admonition" . 

The Socialists continued their 
boycott of the extended Dict 
session today but attended the 
special conference. 

After the — self-admonition 
resolution was passed, Socialist 


‘leaders apologised to the people 


of Japan on behalf of the So- 
clalists for their part in the 
Dict brawl. 

POLITE APPLAUSE 

The Socialists politely ap- 
plauded the Liberal speakers 
and the Liberals applauded just 
as politely when the Socialists 
made their apology.

India’s Struggle To 
Preserve 
Old Cave Paintings 


Bombay, June 16. 

India’s 2,000-year-old rock-hewn richly sculp- 
tured caves of Ajanta near Aurangabad in 
Hyderabad State are today being renovated to 
preserve intact their fresco paintings. 

The conservation staff of the Archaeological 
Department of the Indian Government is now 
engaged in a battle with the corrosive forces of 
time for the preservation of the paintings and 
sculptures. 

Set in a glade amidst superb scenery, the caves of 


Ajanta consist of 24 monasteries and five temples some 
of which are 2,000 ycars old. 


They are hewn out of a wall 
«f{ almost perpendicular rock, 
259 feet high, sweeping round 
ina hollow circle and extending 
a thtrd of a mile from cast to 
west 


Hewn out 
sculptured and with 
ceilings and pillars, adorned 
with fresco paintings, this cave 
picture gallery is deseribed by 
experts as “unique jn the 
history of art.” 


Connolsseurs of art point that 
nowhere cise in the country if 
there such a combination of 
urchitecture, painting and 
sculpture. 

The caves furnish a con- 
tinuous narrative of Buddhist 
art during the period of 800 
years.

The centuries-old = paintings 
of Ajanta can be divided Into 
narrative scenes and portraiture 
of decoration, ‘The narrative 
peents consist of illustrations 
of the Jataka stories and the 
incidents of the fe of 
Gautumo Buddha. 


The portraits also {nclude re- 
presentations of Gautama 
Buddha who teft his Imprint 
on the soul of mankind, and 
Bokhisattvas and also figures of 
Hindu divinities. The decora-

Declarer knew that West had 
led o singloton ace of clubs, ie 
also knew that West had started 
with only two trumps, and that 
West surely had the ace of 
spades for his opening bid.

French aircraft today plastered Communist 
bases north of the Hanoi-Haiphong lifeline in an 
attempt to stamp out the Red threat to cut the 
Red River delta’s artery. 

B-26 and Privateer bombers, escorted by 
Corsair fighters, ranged east from Hanoi’s two big 
airfields at Bac Mai and Gialani. They attacked 
across the broad triangle between the 68-mile 
road and rail artery and the Rapids Canal twisting 
northeast and then southeast through high rice- 
field dykes.
